There  is  no  douht  that  visual  aids  increase 
Pictures  Pay  tremendously  the  effect  of  verhal  instruction. 

Spoken  or  written  language  m.ay  arouse  in  the 
listener’s  or  reader's  mind  effects  that  are  v/idely  varied. 
Photographs,  on  the  other  hand,  speak  a language  understood 
hy  all.  Hot  only  do  good  photographs  portray  the  actual 
situation  with  little  exc”se  for  misunderstanding,  hut  .they 
arouse  interest  and  help  to  stimulate  action,-  It  is  only 
natural  that  we  are  more  interested  in  concrete  and  real- 
istic things  that  we  can  readily  comprehend  than  in  abstract 
and  symbolic  things  that  are  difficult  to  understand.  To 
combine  the  concrete  ’with  the  abstract,  the  pictorial  with 
descriptive  language,  achieves  the  greatest  amount  of  under- 
standing.' Consequently,  photographs  have  come  to  take  ‘a 
most  effective  part  in  extension  work.  Extension  agents 
-are  using  them  more  and  more  in  publications,  news  stories, 
magazine  articles,  circular  letters,  posters,  film  strips, 
exhibits,  window  displays,  and  the  like. 

For  years  the  visual  instruction  and  editorial  section  of 
the  Departm.ent  of  Agriculture  Extension  Service  has  col- 
lected farm,  and  farm  home  photographs.

How  to  Order  for  approval.  The  Department  will  then  arrange  to 
photographs  lend  the  necessary  negatives  so  that  the  firm  can  do 
the  work.  Orders  submitted  by  county  extension 
agents  should  bear  the  approval  of  the  State  extension  di- 
rector. The  purchase  order  should  include  the  negative  num- 
bers of  the  photographs  selected  which  should  be  listed  in 
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mnnerical  order  to  facilitate  a.ssem'bling  them.  The  legends 
of  the  photographs  should  also  he  given  opposite  each  neg- 
ative numher  to  avoid  possible  error  and  insure  that  the 
pictures  which  have  been  sel-;cted  are  obtained.  Negative 
numbers  and  legends  are  found  at  the  bottom  of  each  layout. 

Money  or  check  should  not  be  sent  with  the  purchase  order 
to  the  contracting  firm.  When  the  order  is  completed  the 
material  will  be  delivered  with  a bill  for  the  total  amount. 
After  the  material  ha.s  been  delivered  payment  should  be 
made  promptly  to  the  firm  executing  the  order.
